HAVANA — This is a city of old Spanish fort­ 
resses with du ngeons as deep as Cu b an politics, 
• of electric signs against the sky line tou ting Can­ 
ada Dry and Cadillacs: of palatial penthou ses 
•and ou tdoor cafes with little tab les on the side­ 
walks where orchestras have given way to tele­ 
vision; where the opera hou se featu res a child- 
welfare center; and where the growling sea 
dashes over the wall of the Malaccan as the 
‘Political opposition growls at any president in 
!power. 


It's a city where an American emb assy of 
modernistic glass ju st ou t like a champagne 
b ottle against the earthy ju g of ancient Havana, 
w here one of the most modem newspapers in 
the world, E l Mu ndo, featu res aspirin tab lets 
pasted onto its pages and perfu med ink in its 
soap advertisem ents. 
It’s a city where y ou can 
see Johnny Mey ers, Senate-headlined pu b lic re- 
liftions man for Howard Hu ghes, get kissed on 
the b arren b ean b y a tropicana choru s girl and 
see Bob Jackson, onetime FDR New Hampshire 
national com mitteeman, dancing with a b londe 
among the gaming tab les. 
It’s a city where 
Ernest Hemingway challenges Ted Scott of the 
Havana Post to a du el b ecau se Mrs. Heming­ 
way didn’t like Scott’s negative appetite for 
lion steaks. 


It’s a city of limou sines and pu shcarts, of 
klaxons and peddler’s b ells; a city that is re­ 
nowned for sin, y et whose sin pales b eside 
<he ju venile ju ngles of Harlem; a city where 
su gar is king; where, when su gar falls or Am­ 
erica cu ts the qu ota, u nemploy ment, u nrest and 
the threat of Commu nism stalk the streets of 
Havana; b u t when su gar U u p. gaiety ru ns riot 
throu gh the stately palms, the fantastic trim ­ 
med lau rel hedges, the hib iscu s that line the 
streets of Havana. 


It’s a city where radio-commentator-political- 
leader Eddie Chib as shoots himself in front of 
the microphone in protest against the graft of 
the previou s adm inistration: it’s a city b oth 
modem and medieval, whose main passion is 
politics — all ru led b y an ex-army sergeant, 
who once threw ou t Cu b a’s hated dictator and 
is now accu sed b y his enemies of b eing a dic­ 
tator himself. 


That is Havana.

.1 cam e down here partly to get away from 
the incessant dru m-b eat of American politics. 
I got into the more romantic b ongo dru m-b eat 
of Cu b an politics. 
I came down also to make 
some comparisons b etween what the French 
are doing in Morocco with what we did in Cu b a. 


Whereas the FFrench have hu ng onto wealthy , 
tu rb u lent North Africa u ntil it’s afire u nder their 
own feet, we hau led down the Stars and Stripes 
in wealthy , tu rb u lent Cu b a in 19 02, three y ears 
after the Spanish War. 
And we watched the 
lone star of the Cu b an Repu b lic go u p in its 
place. 
Later, in 19 33, we scrapped the Platt 
Amendment which gave u s the right to inter­ 
vene for the pu rpose of keeping peace and or­ 
der in the neighb oring, sometimes b loody lone- 
star repu b lic.

Some, however, point ou t that after Cu b a’s 
“ Bu tcher” President Machado was thrown ou t 
of office with the b lessing of the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration, Cu b a had nine different presidents 
in qu ick su cce.ssion.

has b een ram pant; that the recent Prio admin­ 
istration annou nced it was b u rning several mil­ 
lion pesos to b e replact‘d b y new cu rrency b u t 
that these b ills later tu rned u p in the pockets 
of certain Prio personalities. 


They also point ou t that one m inister of edu ­ 
cation, the late Jose Manu el Aleman, u nder

If any folks are awaiting a drop in prices b e­ 
fore taking another b u y ing plu nge, they ’d b etter 
dot hold their b reaths.

For the second month in a row, the govern­ 
m ent’s Consu mer Price Index has edged u pward, 
and stands now at it.s highest point in 19 55. 


The rise, said the government, stem m ed from 
higher prices for fresh fru its, and hikes in 
charges for personal services, like b arb er work. 


The index later may feel the effects of new 
b oosts in indu strial wages in su ch b asic fields 
as steel and coal. 
And, of cou rse, the climb in 
the index itself b rings wage hikes for u nion 
workers whose pay is tied b y contract to the 
index level.

Chancellor Konrad .Xdenau er’s deal 
with the Ru ssians this week. The 
departm ent considers it a victory 
over the “ b ankru pt” Ru ssian poli­ 
cy tow'ard West Germany since 
the war. 
On Ju ly 25. the day after his re­ 
tu rn 
from 
Geneva, 
Eisenhower 
said there were ob stacles on the 
road to peace b u t added there is 
now a realization negotiations can 
b e condu cted withou t “ propagan­ 
da. threats and invectives.” 
There were no pleasant words 
for Ru ssia in the tou gh and stiff 
statem ent b y the State 
Depart­ 
ment. 
Ru ssia 
and 
West 
Germany 
agreed—in writing—to resu me dip­ 
lomatic reIation.s and to exchange 
amb assadors. .Adenau er say s Ru s­ 
sia also agreed—b u t not in writing 
—to release German war prisoners 
still held in the Soviet I.’nion, 
In a way this can b e consid­ 
ered a victory : the Ru ssians, who 
had denou nced the West German 
government while su pporting their 
pu ppet Commu nist leaders in East 
Germany , now officially recognize 
West Germany .

good,

about 40 of the small sp ecimens 
which thrive only in hot water and 
look lik e a throwback to the trilo- 
bite, an ex tinct p rehi.storic crusta­ 
cean. 
Dr. Welsh will be joined by his 
colleague* 
.Arthur 
I^ k le y 
and 
John Reardon of Ix Mi Angeles State 
and Army researchers in the in­ 
vestigation of Bicycle Dry Lak e 
and its riddle of the reborn shrimp . 
Here is Dr. Welsh’.* story; 
As far back as anyone can re­ 
member. and that’s roughly 100 
years, the lak e was dry until last 
Aug. 
23, 
when 
desert 
thunder- 
•torms suddenly dep osited a foot 
of water. 
The Army, which had been using 
the dry lak e bed as a landing field, 
began noticing the small wrigglers, 
one to two inches long, in the new 
wet lak e. They called in Dr. Welsh. 
He found that no other source 
of water seems to be feeding the 
lak e. There are no wells or under­ 
ground sp rings, and the nearest 
river, the Mojave, flows 800 feet 
lower. 
Hia 
theory: 
The 
crustaceans 
were lying dormant in eggs be­ 
neath the sun-bak ed surface, and 
the rains hatched them. 
The little creatures are either 
tiny leglik e ex tremities underneath, 
something lik e a k ing crab. Welsh 
aays he has classified them 
as a 
typ e of fairy shrimp —a branchip od 
crustacean of the order Notostra- 
ea. genus ap us or lep idurus, for 
the record. 
If Dr. Welsh can recover some 
of the eggs, he believes he may 
have a vital Unk with p ast fossil 
finds, including trilobitea.

Colorado 
peaches are being sold

bushel; fresh prunes in 12-pound 
lugs and half-bushel baskets. 
Prunes are produced in the Pa-1 
cific Coast states and in Idaho ■ 


Most of the Idaho prunes are sold 
IrUsh Some of the Washington and 
Oregon prunes are also sold fresh 
hut a larger proportion are canned 
and frozen commercially. Califor­ 
nia produces more prunes than 
all the other states but these, for 
the most part are marketed as 
dried prunes. Fresh prunes are 
marketed from August to Novem­ 
ber. When marketing is at its peak, 
they can be bought in practically 
every food store and open fruit 
market. 


This year the 
prune crop in 
Idaho, Washington and Oregon to­ 
tals more than JOB thousand tons 
'218 million pounds). This is 81 
per cent 
larger than the short 
crop of 1954 and two per cent 
above average. 


The prune is actually a variety 
of plum and sometimes the same 
fruit is called by both names. For 
example, the Italian prunes now on 
the market are often called “ blue 
plums.” 
Prunes contain more sugar than 
plums and have less watery pulp 
They can be dried 
successfully 
without 
fermentation and 
when 
dried they have a fleshy pulp that 
is quite sweet French prunes are 
sweeter than Italian prunes and 
are used almost exclusively for 
drying. Italian prunes have a more 
tart flavor and are used for eating 
raw as well as for canning and 
freezing.

free stone, 
oval in shape, and dark blue in 
color. They are popular for mak­ 
ing preserves and conserves as 
well as other uses. They can be 
frozen to be used later in pies 
and jams or uncooked in salads 
and desserts.

Two pounds fresh prunes <4 cups, 
cut up), 1 lemon <juice and grated 
rind», 1 pound seedless raisins, 3 
cups sugar, 1 cup walnuts. 
Combine all ingredients except 
nut meats. Cook until thick. Stir in 
nut meats five minutes before re­ 
moving from the fire. Pour into 
sterilized jars and seal while hot. 
Cleaning Sliver 
There is no magic formula for 


keeping silver bright. If you want 
your silver to look its be>t, you 
will have to give it reasonable 
amount of care. Wash your silver 
promptly alter each use. using hot 
suds and a soft cloth. Rin.se it in 
hot water and dry it immediately. 
If you do this regularly, you will 
not have to polish your silver as 
often. 
Flat silver should be rotated in 
daily use so that the finish will 
nvllow uniformly. Keep your flat 
silver in a lined raek in a special 
silver drawer. Dust the ornamental 
pieces regularly and wash them 
once a week to keep them bright.
